SOLUTION  I 


The  best  solution  to  relocation  of  the  corner  pole  in  question 
(I  102/269)  is  to  move  it  to  the  east  side  of  the  north-south 
alley  and  to  make  a mid  span  tap  to  intercept  the  north-south 
lines  of  I & M,  City  Light  and  General  Telephone.  All  three 
utilities  agree  that  this  is  the  most  desirable  solution. 

This  relocation  requires  additional  guy  lead  (10')  to  allow 
for  adequate  guying  of  the  east-west  lines.  The  property 
owners  affected  by  the  guying  easement  are  not  interested 
in  granting  the  additional  easement. 

SOLUTION  II 

The  alternate  solution  to  relocation  of  the  comer  pole  is  to 
move  the  first  pole  west,  further  west,  and  then  extend  the  guy 
lead  on  that  pole  to  hold  the  lines  to  the  west.  Then  the  comer 
pole  would  be  moved  to  the  east  side  of  the  alley  and  the  minimal 
10’  guy  lead  used  to  try  to  hold  the  mid  span  tap  as  proposed  in 
the  first  solution  above.  I & M feels  this  guy  lead  is  less  than 
adequate  and  that  Solution  II  is  undesirable. 


John  Parkhurst  has  taken  the  cause  of  the  neighborhood  and  National 
Serv-All  in  trying  to  get  the  comer  pole  relocated.  He  and  his 
neighbor  to  the  south  have  granted  to  I & M the  original  10’  guy- . 
ing  easement,  but  are  reluctant  to  grant  any  more.  Duemling 
Clinic  has  agreed  to  pay  for  costs  in  relocating  the  pole. 

National  Serv-All  has  not  asked  to  have  the  pole  moved,  but, 
of  course,  will  be  glad  to  see  it  moved. 

It  appears  that  Duemling  is  willing  to  uphold  their  part  of  the 
bargain  and  I & M,  City  Light  and  General  Telephone  are  willing 
to  relocate,  but  would  prefer  a sound  design.  It  is  also  gen- 
erally felt  that  since  Mr.  Parkhurst  is  pushing  for  the  relocation 
that  his  cooperation  on  the  guying  easement  would  be  appropriate. 

At  this  point  we  are  at  a stalemate  and  Mr.  Parkhurst  stated  that 
if  the  pole  can't  be  relocated  without  the  additional  easement 
then  it  will  just  have  to  stay  where  it  is  and  he  won't  fight  it 
anymore.

Subject-  Duemling  Clinic  Alley  Vacation  (Peel.  Res,  No.  1306 1 97  0_ 


I have  reviewed  all  correspondence  and  agreements  in  connection 
with  subject  alley  vacation.  Completed  items  are  as  follows: 

A.  In.djana  & Michigan  Electric  Co.  and  General  Telephone  Co.  re- 
quired an  underground  utility  easement  which  has  been  signed  and 
recorded . 

Bo  The  fence  has  been  removed  from  the  easement  area  granted  for 
vehicular  traffic  purposes,  in  accordance  with  Mr.  Reiber's  letter 
dated  December  6,  1971. 

C.  A right  of  trespass  agreement  was  signed  allowing  area  residents 
to  walk  across  clinic  property  between  Home  Avenue  and  the  remaining 
portion  of  the  public  alley. 

The  following  items  remain  unresolved: 

A.  Water  Pollution  Control  Engineering  requires  a utility  ease- 
ment. Although  a new  sewer  was  rerouted  around  the  building,  an 
easement  is  required  at  the  extreme  north  and  south  ends  of  the 
vacated  al ley. 

B.  Sufficient  barriers  are  to  be  installed  to  prevent  automobiles 
which  are  using  the  Duemling  parking  lot  from  going  onto  or  com- 
ing from  public  alleys  in  the  block.  Also,  an  opening  is  to  be 
provided  through  this  same  area  for  pedestrians. 

C.  All  Duemling  parking  areas  are  to  be  hard  surfaced  and  barriers 
or  drains  constructed  which  would  prevent  surface  water  from 

draining  onto  the  public  alleys. 
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D.  Asphalt  removal  and  patching  is  necessary  in  the  area  where 
the  vehicular  traffic  easement  meets  the  east-west  alley,  due 
to  a difference  in  elevation. 

E.  A pole  at  the  intersection  of  the  two  alleys  has  not  been 
relocated.  This  pole  is  heavily  loaded  with  utility  lines  running 
in  three  directions  and  is  the  most  controversial  item  connected 
with  the  vacation. 

The  gist  of  this  situation  is  that  area  residents  want  the 
pole  moved  and  Duemling  has  signed  an  agreement  to  pay  all  the 
expenses;  however,  the  utility  companies  are  very  much  opposed 
to  the  move  until  such  time  as  it  is  actually  proven  a necessity 
for  negotiating  the  turn  rather  than  just  a convenience.  In  all 
probability,  this  decision  will  ultimately  be  up  to  the  Board 
of  Pub  1 i c Works .

between  Fairfield  Avenue  and  South  Wayne  Avenue  from  the  north  property  line  of 
Home  Avenue  to  a point  120  feet  north  thereof. 

The  above  described  alley  vacation  is  scheduled  for  a public  hearing  at  the  Board  of 
Public  Works,  Thursday,  July  15,  1971  at  3:30  P.M. 

Due  to  complaints  from  area  property  owners,  City  Council  passed  the  vacation  with  the 
understanding  a vehicular  traffic  easement  would  be  granted  as  indicated  in  red  on  the 
attached  drawing. 

This  may  involve  several  poles  and  overhead  facilities  which  were  not  previously  considered 
in  connection  with  the  alley  vacation. 

To  avoid  any  future  misunderstanding,  I suggest  the  utility  companies  explore  this  situation 
from  an  engineering  viewpoint  and  determine  the  cost  involved. 

Please  report  your  findings  to  Thomas  Gallmeyer,  attorney  for  Duemling  Clinic,  as  well  as 
myself.  This  should  be  done  before  Thursday,  if  possible.
